AS this Clauſe 1s worded , the good intent of the BILL may be evaded: For 
no Diſtiller can uſe the ſame but thoſe Twenty Perſons ; and then they may by this 
BILL take what Prices they pleaſe for ſuch Spirits, and thereby ruin the Diſtillers, 


and greatly datnage the Farmers , by leaving the Courſe Barley on their hands, being 
fit for no other uſe then to be Malted for Diſtilling. 


THERE is above Two hundred Diſtillers in and about London , who have a 
right to uſe Malt, and can make Spirits trom Malt as well as theſe Twenty Perſons, 
but now are the Buycrs of Malr Spirits, and do re-diſti]] and re&tific cthefame , and 
make the ſame clean and ft to be conſumed 1n kind, and fit for the uſe of many Han- 
dy-crafts-men, who cannot finiſh their ſeveral Manutactures withour it : And this way 
of Dealing is the Livelvhood of more than Two hundred Diitillers, which theſe 
T enty Perſons may dcftroy ar their pleaſure, by ecnhanfing the Price of Spirits. 


I F Barley ſhall be fold at 2o s. a Quarter, it will be but 7 2 4 a Peck, and then the 
Poor Houſe-keeper may have a Pound of Barlcy Bread for a Halt-peny, which isnor

It is therefore humbly propojed, That a Clasſe may be added tt tv ſaid BILL, 
That when Malt made of Barley , ſhall be publickly fold in th: Common Mariet at 
24 5. a Quarter, beſides the Duty, then any Free Viſtiller mey Diſlill Spirits from 
ſuch Malt; fo as ſuch Malt continue in ſuch Publick Markei 24 hours , before any 
Diſtiller or other Perſon for him, bay the ſame Malt, to the i:2tent the Malſler or his 
Faflor, may ſell the ſame Malt to any Prezer that will buy the ſame at a greater 
Price. [his can be no Detriment 10 the Poor Honſe-leepe +, but will efelually an- 
ſwer the End deſigned by the BILL, there being this Tear a great deal mere 
Courſe Barley , fit only to make Malt for Diftilling , then will be uſed. 
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
